DEFINITIONS 


GAWLER — OPEN HORSES: 

Horses which are classified as Grade I and Grade II on the first day 
of the competition are eligible to compete in the Gawler Three Day Event 
(Open Class). 


LITTLE GAWLER — NOVICE HORSES: 

Horses which are classified as Grade II or Grade III on the first day of 
the competition are eligible to compete in the Little Gawler Three Day 
Event (Novice Class). 


GRADING SYSTEM: 

Grade I: Horses which have been awarded a total of 31 or more points at 
Official Horse Trials and Three Day Events. 

Grade II: Horses which have been awarded a total of between 10 and 30 
points inclusive at Official Horse Trials and Three Day Events. 

Grade III: Horses which have been awarded a total of less than 10 points 
at Official Horse Trials and Three Day Events. 


CROSS-COUNTRY COURSE: 
White with red numbers indicate open fences. 


White with black numbers indicate novice fences. 


FIRST DAY 
DRESSAGE 


THE TEST 


LITTLE GAWLER. The test will be the E.F.A. Official Dressage Test 
for an Open One Day Event and Novice Three Day Event. To be ridden 
in an ordinary snaffle or a simple double bridle. (An ordinary snaffle is a 
plain snaffle as shown in plate in F.E.I. Rule Book.) 


GAWLER. The test will be the F.E.I. Three Day Dressage Test. To 
be ridden in a plain snaffle or a simple double bridle. 


The time will be counted from the exact moment, after the salute to 
the judges, when the horse moves forward, until the horse is brought to 
a standstill at the end of the test and the rider salutes the judges. 

For every second exceeding the time allowed a penalty of 4 mark will 
be deducted from the score sheet. 


SYSTEM OF MARKING 


The marks of the three judges are averaged, and the good marks thus 
obtained are subtracted from the maximum to express the score in penalty 
points. A multiplication factor of 0.6 is then applied to reduce the penalties 
in accordance with the Rules for conduct of Three Day Events, 

N.B.* This factor is NOT a compensating factor for relative influence 
of the Dressage phase upon the whole competition. It is simply the 
adjusting factor used because dressage movements for this competition 
have a maximum of 10 points and not 6 as used in F.E.I. official test.

The test is over а course of approximately 23 km, made up of four 
phases, the whole distance being completed without a break. 


The object is to test the jumping, speed, and endurance capabilities of 
the well-trained horse, and to test the rider's judgment of pace, and the 
use of his horse across country. 

Phase A: Roads and Tracks—6,384 km. 

Phase В: Steeplechase (10 fences) —3.218 km. 

Phase C: Roads and Tracks—6.279 km. 

Phase D: Cross Country—6.819 km.

PACE 


Riders are allowed to choose their pace. Horses may be led during 
Phases A and C, but competitors must pass the finishing post of each Phase 
mounted and must remain mounted throughout Phases B and D. In all 
Phases competitors must pass between the finishing posts. 


TIMING 

Phases A, B. C and D are entirely independent of each other, so that a 
loss of time in one phase cannot be compensated by a gain of time in 
another. 6 


A timetable for starting Phases A, B, C and D will be fixed and notified 
to competitors beforehand. Riders may halt in order to rest their horses 
before starting Phases B and D, but on completing Phase B must start 
immediately on Phase С.

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PENALTY ZONE 


Faults (falls, refusals, disobedience, etc.) are only counted if they 
occur within an area surrounding each obstacle, known as the penalty 
zone. This zone is rectangular in shape, extending 10 metres before and 
20 metres beyond the obstacle, to a width of 10 metres on each side of 
the boundary flags marking the limits of the obstacle. The zone is marked, 
for the guidance of the jump judge, with sawdust, chalk, pegs, or any 
other means of clear demarcation which in no way obstructs the competitor. 


Provided they occur outside this penalty zone, fall of horse or rider or 
both, disobedience on the part of the horse, circling or errors in the course 
if rectified, do not count, as they are automatically penalised by loss of 
time. 


In the case of double, multiple or angled obstacles, where the penalty 
zones overlap, the zone extends continuously from the commencement of the 
zone at the first obstacle to the termination of the zone at the last obstacle. 


N.B. The penalty zone is NOT marked with red and white boundary flags 
and the competitor may enter and leave the zone at whatever point he 
chooses. 


DEFINITION OF REFUSAL, RUN OUT AND CIRCLE 


A horse is considered to have refused if it stops in front of the obstacle 
to be jumped. Stopping, without stepping back, followed immediately by 
a standing jump is not penalised. If the halt is sustained or if the horse 
steps back even a single pace, voluntarily or not, this constitutes a refusal. 


If a horse has already stepped back once, even a single pace, is then 
re-presented at the obstacle and halts or steps back a second time, this 
constitutes a second refusal, and so on. 


Each fence in a combination is considered as a separate obstacle and 
is numbered and judged independently. A competitor may therefore refuse 
twice at each of these obstacles without incurring elimination. The rider 
must not, under penalty of elimination, retake any part of an obstacle 
which he has already jumped, he must extricate himself as best he can. 


If however, the obstacle is formed of several elements on a different 
plane, such as banks, ramps, steps, or ditch and rails and is designed as 
one complete test, the whole obstacle will be numbered as one. Should a 
competitor refuse at any part, he may return and retake the complete 
obstacle. All his attempts will be counted. 


A horse is considered to have run out if, having entered the penalty 
zone, it refuses to jump the obstacle but runs out to one side or the other, 


beyond the boundary flag. 


A horse is considered to have circled if it recrosses its original track, 
from whichever direction, within the penalty zone. 


If a horse completes a circle within the penalty zone while bein 
re-presented at the obstacle after a refusal or run out, it is only penalise 
for one refusal.

This third test of the Horse Trials is neither an ordinary showjumping 
competition nor a test of style or endurance. Its sole object is to prove 
that, on the day after making a tremendous effort, horses have retained 
the suppleness, energy and obedience necessary for them to continue in 
service. 


The test is over a course not exceeding 900 metres. It will be irregular 
and winding, with halts, changes of direction and half turns. 


There will be 9 to 12 obstacles, placed at appropriate distances from 
each other, between wings. They will be massive and imposing in shape 
and appearance. No fence will exceed 1.20 metres in height. 


TIME 


GAWLER: The test must be carried out at a speed of 400 metres per 
minute. The exact time allowed will be notified to competitors on the 
day of the test. The time limit is twice the time allowed. 


LITTLE GAWLER: The test must be carried out at a speed of 350 
metres per minute. The exact time allowed will be notified to competitors 
on the day of the test. The time limit is twice the time allowed. 


A penalty of 4 mark is incurred for each commenced second taken in

These committees have the duty of excluding horses which are unfit 
from taking part or continuing to take part in the competition. 

Any pompa lor failing to report at the stipulated time of each veterinary 
parade shall be fined $5.00. This will necessitate a special veterinary 
inspection an expense for which the competitor will be liable in addition to 
the fine. All fines to be paid at the азабы Office по less than 30 
minutes before the scheduled time of commencement of the next phase. 
Failure to do so shall incur elimination. 


7.—WEIGHTS 


The minimum weight to be carried in the Speed, Endurance and Cross- 
Country Test and the Jumping Test shall be 75kg for all competitors, 
regardless of sex. There is no weight restriction for the Dressage Test. 

These weights include the saddle and weight cloth. Riders must 
weigh themselves in advance and provide themselves with the necessary 
weights, if such are required. 

Any loss of weight during the competition involves elimination, but 
on dismounting, the bridle may be used to make up the required weight 
if necessary. 

The weighing of riders before and after the Cross-Country, Speed and 
Endurance and Jumping Tests will be carried out in the presence of an 
official appointed for the purpose in the special enclosure reserved for 
weighing. 

It is absolutely forbidden for riders to dismount on completing the 
course until ordered to do so by the Steward in charge of the paddock. 
Any infringement of this rule entails elimination. 


8.—SYSTEM OF MARKING AND CLASSIFICATION 

Elimination in any of the tests or phases entails elimination from the 
whole event. 

Final placings in the competition are obtained by totalling all the 
faults or penalty marks incurred throughout the three tests. The 
competitor with the least penalty points is the winner. 

In the event of equality of marks the competitor with the lowest number 
of penalty points in the Cross-Country phase will be the winner. If there 
is still equality of marks the winner will be the one with the lowest penalty 
points in the Steeplechase phase. 


9.—OBSTACLES 


The outline of the obstacles for the speed and endurance test and the 
jumping test will not be published in advance, nor will they be printed in 
the regulations. Competitors may not have any information regarding 
the obstacles before the official inspection of the course on the day before 
the competition. 


10.—INSPECTION OF THE COURSE 

On Thursday, June 3, at 12.30 p.m. sharp, an official will conduct 
competitors, dismounted, on an inspection of the course and the jumps. 
Competitors may revisit the course after the official inspection, but on 
all occasions they must be dismounted. 


11.—ORDER OF STARTING 


In the event of entries being so numerous, some of the Dressage tests 
may be judged on Thursday, June 3, in which case the order for starting 
for the Dressage will be the official draw. 

Strict punctuality is essential and any competitor who is not ready 
и; start any phase of the competition at the stipulated time is liable to 
elimination. 
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12.—LIA BILITY 


Neither the Committee, Gawler Jockey Club nor the owners of the 
properties accept liability for any accident, damage, injury or illness to 
horses, grooms, riders, spectators or any other persons or property 
whatsoever. 


13.—PROTESTS 


Only owners or riders of horses are entitled to lodge complaints or 
protests. Protests must be made in writing and accompanied by a deposit 
to the value of $5.00. 'They must be addressed to the Chairman as pro- 
grammed. 

Protests must be made not later than half an hour after the happening 
which gave rise to them, one hour after the marks have been published, 
or in the case of protests against the disgualification of competitors or 
horses, not later than one hour before the start of the Competition. All 
objections will be submitted to the Judges and subsequently in the event of 
an appeal to the Jury of Appeal, which will give its decision after investi- 
gation. This decision is final. 


14.—COMMITTEE'S RIGHTS 
The Organising Committee reserves the right to:— 

(a) The draw or the time lapse between the commencement of each entrant 
may be altered in the event of any person nominating more than one 
horse, 

(b) Withhold any prize or cancel any event because of insufficient entries. 

(c) Alter the advertised time. 

(d) Refuse entry, with or without stating the reason. 

(e) Seed the order of starting for the Dressage Tests in the event of 
entries being so numerous that some of the Dressage Tests have to be 
judged on June 3. 


15.—COMPETITOR IN DIFFICULTY 

Any competitor in difficulty before an obstacle, who is about to be 
overtaken by a following competitor, must quickly clear the way.  Wilful 
obstruction of an overtaking competitor is ражи бања by elimination. A 
competitor eliminated for any reason must leave the course and has no 
right to continue. 


16.—RETIRING 

Competitors retiring from any part of the competition for any reason 
whatsoever must do so at a walk and must take every precaution to avoid 
disturbing other competitors. 


17.—EXERCISING 
Competitors may not ride on, over or near any part of the course, nor 
enter the dressage area, under penalty of elimination. 


18.—ORDERS 


Riders and owners of competing horses and their grooms must obey 
any order or direction given to them by a responsible Official and they 
must, in particular, be careful not to do anything liable to upset or hinder 
the undisturbed progress of competition. Failure to comply with this ruling 
may entail elimination. 


19.—CRUELTY 
Judges are empowered to disqualify competitors at any stage of the 
competition for any form of cruelty.
